INCREASED RAIL RATES. 

It appears to be a strange 
coincidence that, almost at. the 
same time as the United States 
government announces that it in- 
tends taking over the operation 
of all railroads in that country, 
the Canadian railroad cémmis- 
sion decides that our railroads 
in,.thig country are justified in 
raising their freight and -pas- 
senger rates from teh to fifteen 
per cent. , 

An increase of fifteen per cent 
in freight rates néed not necess- 
arily mean a very noticeable in- 
crease in the price of goods 
which are shipped from point to 
point by freight, but unfortun- 
ately, judging from past exper- 
ience, it does. For instance, the 
fifteen per cent increase in- 
freight rates on one thousand 
pounds at a rate of $1.00 per 
hundred would amount to three 
twentieths of a cent a pound.

The main principle of the Farm 


Loan Act involves the borrowing and 
the reloaning of money with a per- 
centage added to cover administration 
charges, and it will be seen that to in- 
sure effective results a continuous 
supply of monoy at a reasonable rate 
of interest is essential, The govern- 
ment has, therefore, determined that 
in the interests of the farmers them- 
selves, the present is not an oppor- 
tune time to commence the loaning of 
money under the Farm Loan Act, and 
it has been decided to postpone its 
operation until conditions become 
more normal.
